LXXII. A remarkable Cafe of Cohejions of 
all the Inteftines, &c. in a Man of about 
Thirty-four Tears of Age y who died fame 
time lap Summer^ and afterwards fell ten- 
der the Infpe&ion of Mr. Nicholas Jenty. 

Head Feb. 9, rips HE fufc§e<ft was tall, and partly 
I7s8, J[ emaciated. I found nothing ex- 
ternally but a wound in the left fide, which feemed 
to me to have been degenerated into an ulcer. As I 
did not know the man when he was alive, and had 
him two days after his deceafe, I cannot give an im- 
mediate account of the caufe of his death. But in 
opening his abdomen, I found the epiploon adhering 
«lofe to the inteftines, m fuch a manner, that I could 
not part it without tearing k. It felt cough and dry. 
And as I was going to remove the inteflsnes, to exa- 
mine the mefentery, I found them fo coherent one 
with the other, that it was impdfTible for me to di- 
vide them without laceration. Then I inflated the 
mteftinal tube, for die infpecBwi of mis extraordi- 
nary pihtenomenon j but, to my great furprfee, all 
the external parts of the interlines appeared ftnooth 5 
Very few of the circumvolutions were feen, occa- 
fioned % the ftrong lateral fiohefiotts of their fides 
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with eaeh other.* The fubflance of the ihteffines 
was rough, and a great many pimples, as big as the 
head of a pin, appeared in them, and were almoft 
free from any moifture. It is proper to obferve, 
that thefe pimples have been taken for glands by the 
late Dr. James Douglas,, and others ; whereas they are 
in reality nothing el'fe but the orifices of the exhaling 
veffels obftruclfed, and are not to be met with ex- 
cept in morbid cafes. 

After having made incifions in that part of the 
colon next to the reBum, I found the peritonaum, or 
external membrane which invefis the inteftiries, and 
the r oifcera of the abdomen, to be of the thicknefs of 
a fix-pence j and I fairly drew all the iriteffines from 
their external membrane without feparating their co~ 
hefibns; the peritonaum, or external membrane, af- 
terwards appearing like another fet of inteffines. I 
found a fluid in the intefrines j and I will not take 
upon me to fay, how the periftaltic motion muft have 
been performed. And afterwards I parted the flo- 
mach from its external tunic, as I had done the in- 
te&ines. I found no obftraction in the rnefcnteric 
glands ; but every evolution of the mefentery firmly 
cohered together. The liver alfo adhered clofely 
to the diaphragm, and ks adjacent parts: and in tire 
vejkuh fetiis 1 found the bile pretty thick, neither 
too green nor too yellow, but a tint between both. 
I met with nothing remarkable m the other parts of 
the abdomen. In opening the thorax, I found tk* 
lungs clofely adhering to the ribs laterally, and po£- 
teriorly and interiorly clofe to the pericardium. In 
making an incifion to open the pericardium, I found 
it fo clofely adhering to the heart, that I could not 
5 avoid 
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avoid wounding that organ, and with much diffi- 
culty could part it from it. I met with no fluid in 
the pericardium. The heart was fmall ; and in the 
internal fide the pores of the pericardium appeared 
fo large, that one might have infinttated the head of a 
middling pin into them. They have been defcribed 
by fome anatomifts, who have met with cafes fcme- 
what fimilar to this, but without fuch univerfal ad- 
hefions j and they have been fuppofed to have been 
glands. The fame pores likewife appeared on the 
heart ; which, in .my opinion, are nothing but the 
extremities of the exhaling sveflels. In removing the 
heart, I found the dorfal, and other lymphatic glands 
above the lungs, quite large, indurated, and of a 
dark greyifh colour. Nothing remarkable appealed 
in the lungs j only, that the portion of the pleum, 
which invefts the lungs, and is generally thin, was 
here thick and rough j and thro' a glafsit appeared 
as if covered with grains of fand > and might in fe~ 
veral places haye been eafily torn from the lungs. 

The aorta was pretty large ; and in that part of it, 
which runs on the tenth dorfal vertebra, I found a 
cyftis, as big as an olive, foil of pus$ and lower 
down, immediately before that veffel perforates the 
diaphragm, I found another, fometbing lefe, full of 
matter likewife ; both which portions 1 have by me. 
That portion of the aorta, where the cyjiss appeared, 
Was rather thicker than the other, and ofleous. In 
opening the cranium,, 1 found in thatjpart of the ce-r 
rebrum, which lies over the cet ebellum,, a table fpoon- 
full of pus, of a greenifti colour j and examining it 
thro' aglafs, there was an appearance of animalcula 
in it.
